3. There is a ton of exposition and a distinct feeling that things are happening because the plot needs them to 
rather than the characters organically discovering things by trial and error. 


Despite these issues, I ended up actually liking this story quite a bit. Maybe I have a soft spot for characters 
that are wholesome decent guys fresh out of the military. I actually got quite a few similar vibes to Limitless 
Lands here. The main characters are military types with good hearts, the prose and dialogue have tons of 
room for improvement, and there is a distinct blend of things found in the story that is unique. 


This story is a mix of leveling up like a standard rpg game and a cultivation style of compressing mana. It 
feels a bit cluttered and messy early, but it manages to throw so much random stuff at the reader that a few 
things can't help but stick and keep you reading. There is also a significant focus on the crafting and base- 
building elements here though there is plenty of fighting to be had as well. 

It's weird that the author seems to be a British transplant living in Canada since this story really reminds me 
of something originally written in a different language that has been machine translated to English. I will at
